The foregoing financial statement shows expenditures and 
receipts of all school moneys for 1935. 

There is an outstanding school order, No. 2448 of $123.90 
due Ethel G. Shatney. 

All schools have kept the same number of weeks, but a 
year ago the village schools were closed a few days, so those 
orders were one week behind at time of final settlement. 


A new floor has been laid at the Miles schoolhouse, and 
seats put on runners. Newman schoolhouse has a new ceiling 
and two new doors. Being oversize these cost over $20.00 but 
all expenses here was more than covered by a “Community 
Fund” rebate for this school, a part of which was secured by 
all who helped shingle this building. At So. Washington the 
yard fence was reset, toilets remodeled and new shed floor 
laid: At the village the supply cupboard was enlarged, a need 
of long standing. The hall chairs and settees 'were far inade- 
quate to seat all attending school exercises. Due to abuse and 
cost of more it was decided to be a necessity and economy to 
place permanent seats around a portion of the hall. These 
have been declared far better than standing, as many have 
been forced to do. The chemical toilets had never been satis- 
factory, though fixed on advisement of the company handling 
them. This year a change in location of the vent-pipes, by a 
man sent for that purpose, has bred a definite health value, 
‘far in excess of the expense. 

Fire broke out by the chimney in the primary room, the 
night of November 20th. Insurance will cover the loss when 
all is repaired. But for the alarm given by Mr. Ben Bowen, 
spread by phone, and responded to by citizens, undoubtedly, 
the building would have been a total loss. 

The major repairs for the coming year are a new floor at 
Newman, new roof on front of Simpson, also interior paint and 
paper, and new toilets at Miles.

Last year the expenditures were kept within the budget. 
This year the estimates do not allow for an added room, much 
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needed in the village, each teacher having four grades and 
more pupils than a city allows in one grade. 

A tax of 130 cents is reeommended for the present num- 
ber of schools, for the fiscal year 1936-1937. The estimated 
amount of all bills to be met from Feb. 1 to July 1 is $2,950.00.

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TOWN OF WASHINGTON SCHOOLS 
Office of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Directors of the Town of Washington: 


I have the honor to submit to you my sixth annual report 
of the schools of the Town of Washington for the school year 
ending February 1, 1936. 


The schools began the last Monday in August with sev- 
eral changes in the administration that directly effect the 
town. Schools must be kept in session thirty-five weeks in- 
stead of thirty-four. The district was enlarged by the State 
Board of Education to include the Town of Chelsea. The 
State Aid is no longer figured upon the qualification of the 
teacher but on the average daily attendance of the equated 
pupil. The amount received by the Town of Washington is 
somewhat larger than it has ever been, being slightly over 
$3,000.00, which amounts to nearly half of the total expense 
of operating our schools. 


The commission recommends a rerating of all the stand- 
ard and superior schools. This will have to be done some- 
time before June. It further recommends to the superinten- 
dent that steps be taken to place a third teacher in the village 
school and though this will in no way effect the amount of 
State Aid received, they earnestly recommend that it be 
done. There are over ninety pupils in the building, for two 
teachers to take care of. This load in other towns in the 
district would be handled by four teachers. It is unjust that 
the children be deprived of the attention of which they are in 
need, because of lack of teacher time. 

Your schools have maintained a higher standard course 
' of instruction during the past year, to some extent due to the 
purchase of modern text books. I am asking for a dollar per 
equated pupil for text books next year that we may thorough- 


ly standardize. At this rate, standardization of the text books: 


can be completed at the end of a five year term. 


There were several changes in the teaching personnel at 
the beginning of the year: Ver] Lyon of Chelsea was secured 
for South Washington school in the place of Natalie Morris, 
resigned, and Florence Persons of South Barre for the Simp- 
son school in the place of Ardith Moody, resigned. Katherine 
Worthley of the Miles school took advantage of the lecture 
course, given during the winter months at Spaulding High 
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school by Doctor Edwin H. Reader, to improve her profes- 
sional standing. 

A change is inevitable as to the time of holding the 
school meeting. For years the majority of towns have trans- 
acted school business at the same time as other town business. 
This is not the law. The attorney-general rules that the 
school meeting shall be apart from the rest of the town busi- 
ness, and that the directors shall close their books upon the 
first day of July to coincide with the state department. It 
was recommended, however, that school directors follow their 
usual custom this year—closing the books on the first day of 
February, awaiting further instructions from the attorney- 
general. 

Funds have been received from the state department 
for the use on schools not yet standard. Upon which schools 
these funds are to be used is specified. They are to be ex- 
pended to make further progress in standardization and can- 
not be used on other buildings or general repairs. 

I wish to thank the School Board and the teachers, as 
well as, the parents and the children, for their cooperation 
during the past year.
